Only one-third of Germany's 60,000,000 in- 
habitants are Catholic, but this minority, by 
standing together in a solid phalanx, has for 
years been able to control parliament. 


Always Aided Kaiser. 

In fact, it has been the clerical party to 
which the kaiser has looked for support of 
most of his policies. As a result, the clerical 
party has grown into such intimate rela- 
tions with the government that it frequently 
has been characterized as the governing 
party. The clericals have grown so strong 
in numbers and have attained such an infiu- 
ende over the policy of the government that 
political prophets aaperted that Imperial 
Chancellor von Blow never would venture 
to create a breech with the party. 


Storm Long Brewing. 

The storm has long been lowering, and in 
the last few days it became merely a question 
of when and how it would burst. For months 
there has been grave unrest in Germany over 
the imperial policy in many directions, The 
discontent finally focused iteelf upon the 
kaiser’s colonial policy. The profitless, cost- 
ly, inglorious war against the natives of Ger- 
man Southwest Africa had excited the anger 
of the whole nation. The attempt to subdue 
the rebellious natives already had cost Ger- 
many $125,000,000 in money and hundreds of 
lives. 

The socialists opened the attack on the 
kaiser’s colonial policy on Dec. 1, when Herr 
Bebel made a tremendous onslaught on the 
colonial administration, bringing atrocious 
charges against colonial officials. 


Kaiser's Request Refused. 

This was followed on Deo. 8 by a report of 
the committee on appropriations reporting to 
the reichstag its rejection of the govern- 
ment’s request for a supplementary item of 
$7,580,000 to be used in defraying the ex- 
penses of the African campaign. The com- 
mittee offered only $2,500,000. 

At present there are 12,000 troops in the 
colony. The kaiser was willing to bring 
4,000 of them home. A majority in the reich- 
stag, however, by a vote of 178 to 168, refused 
to vote more money than was needed to sup- 
port a force of 2. 00 men. The ciericals voted 
against the kaiser, but, strangely enough, 
the socialists and radicals voted with him. 
But their votes were not enough. 

Scene in the Reichstag. 

The extreme importence of today's pro- 
eecdings was evidenced by an unusually 
darge attendance of the members of the 
reichstag, as well as by the presence of the 
chancellor, the ministers of foreign affairs, 
interior, war, and finance. The public gal- 
leries were packed with eager spectators.

McElligott’s Arrest Advised. 


Schuettier seemed much surprised.

The coroner’s jury can recommené that the 
proper authorities proceed against the police- 
man for a deadly assault, but with the opin- 
fon of the coroner’s physician it is believed 
he can make a strong fight against any more 
serious charge.

Meret Only a Moderate Drinker. 

No evidence was given to the coroner's jury 
that the man ever had been a hard drinker. 
There was evidence that he had drank beer 
regulatiy but in small quantities, Every eye 
witness of the assault on the prisoner testified 
that Meret was not drunk on the day he was 
fatally clubbed. 

It must have been a trying ordeal for Mo- 
Eliigott, the young patrolman. All after- 
noon this patrolman, his lips drawn so close 
together they made a thin line in his face, sat 
like a wooden mam in the frontrow of nearly 
100 spectators in one of the clinic rooms of 
the hospital. 

Next to him sat the poor old mother of the 
man who died from chronic alcoholism ™ 
after he had been beaten so that he sank to 
his knees and grabbed the skirt of his assail- 
ant’s overcoat. 

Mother Hears Tragic Details. 

Mrs. Meret is 75 years old. She came in 
late.

Judge Carpenter told the police attorney 
that Margaret was at Wis., in cus- 
tody of her cousin, Ellen Muercke. Marga- 
fet’s father says she hae no cousin. As a 
matter of fact, the girh was in Marinette, as 
Comerford learned later from the chief of 
police of that town. 


Comerford Goes to Marinette. 

Mr. Comerford and the two city detectives 
reached Marinette at 6 o'clock 

morning and immediately got in touch with 
Chief of Police Cook, whe told them the 
fugitive was at the house of Paul Muercke. 
Charles had been meeting some unknown 
man every day for a week or two, Cook said, 
at a hunting shack near Marek, eleven miles 
trom Marinette. Cook thought thie stranger 
mrust be Streeter. He hadn't seen Charles for 
several days, he said, and putting two and 


spoke, but didn’t see the girl. She was in the 
cellar, hidden behind a pile of rubbish, it was 
learned afterward. 

Tou can’t take her. You and all the Chi- 
cago police can’t get her!” exclaimed Paul 
Muercke. “We got her here legally, and

Tries to Use Pistol. 

At this moment Margaret climbed out of 
the cellar window and ran Mke a deer into 
the back yard, only to meet Detective Troy. 
She was yelling Hke an Indian when the 
policeman carried her into the house, and 
there was a lot of excitement. 

When things had quieted down Margaret 
said she'd go, and went to a bureau drawer 
as if she were looking for a hat pin or a pow- 
der puff.

Muercke was not only a Mar and an 
imposter when he represented to the judge 
that he was a relative, but he was false even 
to the trust of his employer, Streeter, when 
he tried to make love to the girl on his way 
to Marinette. .uercke was Streeter’s con- 
fidential clerk in Chicago. 

“TI notice Attorney C. Stuart Beattie, who 
appeared in the case here, says he was hired 
by reputable persons. I want to know who 
it was that introduced Beattie to Muercke, 
260 miles from Chicago. 

“I have asked for this vacating order be- 
cause I believe the people are entitied to 
know why there bas been interference with 
the correction and reformation of wayward 
girls. 

“The purpose of the punishment of this 
man Streeter, which cannot be acoomplished 
without this girl's evidence, is to make an 
example of a man who has no more consid- 
eration for women than he would have for 
a newspaper in a park, which he would cast 
aside after glancing over its coments. 

“TI believe that sooner or later we will have 
this man Streeter in custody, and now we heve 
the most important witness against him.”

BLOW SEVERE TO CLERGY. 


Scores of Priests Summoned. to 
Court for Breaking Law; 
Orleans Enters Fight. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 13.—No incident of a sense- 
tional or dramatic character marked the exe- 
oution of the eeparation jaw in Paris today. 
The order here passed without the slightest 
disorder. 

Hostile demonstrations, however, occurred 
at Nantes, Arras, and Angers. The populace 
of the last named city attacked the police and 
a number of persons on either side were hurt. 
The bishop at Angers exhorted the people to 
be calm from a window of his residence, and 
when his words had had the desired result 
de invited the crowd of 5,000 to accompany 
him to the cathedral, where he pronounced 
the benediction. 


Police Attend All Services. 

In every church in Paris priests celebrated 
mass in the of unusually large con- 
gregations, but the actions of the authorities 
were confined to noting infractions of the 
law and citing the priests and vicars to ap- 
pear before justices of the peace. 

Every church where services were held 
without a declaration having been made was 
visited by policemen, who were not only in 
plain clothes but were so dressed as to pass 
for well to do worshipers. These officers 
recorded infractions of the law, made out 
verbal processes, and summoned the priests 
before a magistrate promptly, but everything 
was done quietly and in an orderly manner. 
The police did not make themselves con- 
spicuous or offensive. The worshipers 
showed no disposition to resent their pres- 
ence or mission. 

During the day summonses were isgued, 
charging illegal assemblies, in the case of 
sixty-nine churches in Paris. 


Quietness of First Day Puzzles. 


Nobody knows whether the nominal ad- 
herents of the CathoHc church throughout 
France can or will, in large numbers, arouse 
themselves to the pitch of emotional intensi- 
ty necessary to precipitate real religious 
warfare. It is by no means certain that 
today’s quietness in the churches was not 
rather due to lack of intensity of devotion 
than to a conscious desire to avoid difficul- 
ties. 

Every where legal notices have been served 
for the evacuation of the ecclesiastical resi- 
dences, the seminaries, etc. Several of these 
buildings were abandoned without further 
ado, but a majority of the prelates, while 
fully prepared to go, announced thet they 
would not depart except under duress. 

In many parishes, both in Paris and the 
interior, Catholic laymen came forward to- 
day and spontaneously filed declarations for 
the holding of services in the designated 
churches during the coming year. If this 
practice is generally followed it will be a 
distinct victory for the government, reHev- 
ing k of the possible necessity of closing 
the churches and throwing on the clergy the 
responsibility for the discontinuance of 
public worship.

Trial of Priests Begins. 

The curates of the churches of St. Pierre 
du Gros Caillou, St. Augustin, and St. Roch, 
who are being prosecuted under the law 
making it an offense to utter in places of 
public worship words calculated to provoke 
Tesistance to the lawful authorities, appeared 
for preliminary examination today. They 
denied having violated the law and their 
cases were postponed. It wasin the churches 
of the three abbés mentioned that the great- 
est resistance to the taking of inventories 
occurred. 

The ecclesiastics charged with violations 
of the law have appealed to the commissaries 
of police. They claim that in celebrating 
mass they are within their rights. The 
trials will take place before the Correctional 
court. 

Proceedings have been begun in behalf of 
the government against the Sisters of the 
Assumption order on the charge of conduct- 
ing a convent and schoo) for the aristocracy 
in violation of the law against education by 
religious orders. 

It is officially. stated that the letters of 
Mer. Montagnini, the expelled secretary: of 
the papal nunclature here, show that the 
majority of the French bishops favored ob- 
servance of the law of 1881 and bowed with 
reluctance to the papal decree. The official 
statement adds that the tnviolability of the 
diplomatic correspondence of the nunctature 
was ecrupulously respected before the rup- 
ture between the vatican and France. 


Duke of Orleans with Church? 


A story that the duke of Orleans is prepar- 
ing a violent manifesto inviting all royalists 
to combine to defend the rights of the church 
is given prominence in the Soir, which adds 
that the duke will declare against passive 
resistance, contending that active measures 
must be taken to place France again in her 
former position as the eldest daughter of the 
church. 

The statement crystallizes recent uncon- 
firmable ‘rumors thät the royalists were try- 
ing to start a conflict to overthrow the re- 
public.

Montagnini Blames Masons. 


Mgr. Montagnini, secretary of the papal 
nunciature in Paris, who was expelled from 
France and arrived here today, gave out a 
statement shortly after his arrival, saying: 

“My expulsion was painful, but not un- 
expected. France ia going through unhappy 
hours. The present situation is due to Frec- 
masonry, which succeeded in getting tae 
upper hand through the indolence of the 
French middle classes. Although deeply 
Catholic, these classes are unorganized. 

“I am the humble agent of the pope, and 
I only did nis will. Nobody can tay what 
the consequences of what is transpiring in 
France will be, but God's will be done. Upon 
returning to Rome I placed myself at the 
orders of the pope; these I will execute 
loyally, no matter what the outcome may 


Immediately after his arrival Mgr. Mon- 
tagnini conferred with Papal Secretary of 
State Merry del Val and Mgr. Della Chiesa 
and Mgr. Gasparri, the assistant secretaries, 
and made a long report on the situation in 
France fespecially in regard to the documents 
seized at the Paris nunciature, several hun- 
dreds of waich deal entirely with the Franco- 
vatican conflict and will be especially inter- 
esting to the French government as show- 
ing, it is asserted here, the differences of 
opinion among the members of the French 
episcopacy. 

Gloomy Report for Pope. 

Later Mgr. Montagnini went to the pope, 
who asked for minute details of the secre- 
tary’s expulsion and of the documents seized. 
Mer. Montagnini expressed the distress 
which he felt as a result of his expulsion, 
and presented to the pontiff a dark 
picture of the situation, saying he believed 
the present French government will not be 
induced to change its attitude which it had 
assumed towards the vatican. 

Notwithstanding the guarded, politic lan- 
guage used by Mgr. Montagnini in confer- 
ring wita his superiors, he did not conceal his 


opinion that the open hostility of the vatican 


towards the government of France was not 
eeted with enthusiasm by a portion of the 
ch clergy. Mer. Montagnihi also al- 
lowed it to become known at the vatican 
that he thinks it will be difficult for the 
churen to find efficient allies in its campaign 
against the French government, which, in 
view of the fact that it is supported by an 
overwhelming majority, cannot be moved 
from carrying out its program for the secu- 
larization of the state. 

It has been learned that Mgr. Montagnini 
was able to save and bring away with him a 
considerable number of important docu- 
ments. This was accomplished through the 
assistance of a friend, Dr. Proja, who, while 
the nunciature was being searched, escaped 
from the building. with a handbag crammed 
full of papers. “4 


SAYS POPE DEMANDED $100,000 


German Paper Publishes Von Hohen- 
lohe Memoir Telling of Compensation 
Requested for Passage of Bill. 


BERLIN, Dec. 14.—The National Zeitung 
this morning publishes an extract from a 
hitherto unpublished portion of the Von 
Hohenlohe memoirs, kn declares that 
Pope Leo XIII. at one time expressed the 
desire of a gift of $100,000 from the emperor 
of Germany in connection with a bill which 
was before the reichstag in 1898 for the in- 
crease of the peace footing of the army. 

Prince von Hohenlohe, whose opinion in 
this matter was asked, agreed thereto, but 
he advised withholding the money until the 
bin had been passed, but to at once inform 
the pope that it would be given In the mean- 
time the pope was to be presented with a 
jewel of value. 

The explanation of this reported incident 
is that the clerical party was opposed to the 
passage of the bill In question, and the $100,- 
000 presumably was intended to secure its 
favorable votes. 


RESIST NEW TRACTION RIGHT. 


Residents of Glencoe Opposed to Perpet- 
ual Franchise for Chicago and Mil- 
waukee Electric Line. 


Vigorous protest against a proposed fran- 
chise giving the Chicago and Milwaukee 
Electric road perpetual rights to a four track 
road through Glencoe was expressed last 
evening at a massmeeting of citizens of the 
village. 

Opposition to the proposed franchise, which 
was asked for early this year, is not unan- 
imous. A week ago a circular setting forth 
the advantages of the measure and signed 
by the president and five members of the vil- 
lage council was sent to every voter in the 
village. This actſon aroused strong opposi- 
tion, and at the meeting, which was an- 
nounced in the circular, this opposition was 
freely expressed. 

We are opposed to the perpetual feature 
on general principles,’’ said S. F. Newhall, 
who is leading the opposition, ‘‘ but that isn’t 
the worst of it.

Nobody is urging 
me and nobody is pushing me on. I need no 
directions to recognize the national necessity 
which is here involved. 

Tho question is whether we mean to main- 
tain our colonial policy, our general national 
policy, or not. The question is whether we 
mean to preserve our position in the world, 
whether we purpose to maintain our reputa- 
tionabroad. What impression would it make 
abroad if the government capitulated in such 
a situation and showed itself too weak to 
fulfill a national duty? We have done our 
duty in relianee upon the German people.“ 

This assertion was greeted with applause 
from the right and left, which spread to the 
galleries. The socialiste hissed. 


Chancellor at His Best. 

Notwithstanding the suppressed excite- 
ment which seemed sometimes to shake his 
body, the chancellor seldom spoke better. 
His sentences were delivered with great de- 
termination and seriousness, in clear, forci- 
wie language. The speech made a deep im- 
pression, and the conservatives, national lib- 
erals, and other governmental adherents 
loudly applauded it, while many in the pub- 
lic galleries joined in.

With ihe entire 
house giving strained attention to Lais words, 
the chancellor read the imperial degree of dis- 
solution. The astonishment of the members 
was plainly written upon their-.. upturned 
faces.

Prince von Bülow said: I Have an im- 
perial decree to communicate.” 

There was at once loud a ppl use from the 
right party and the nationalists, accom- 
panied by socialist demonstratik»ns and hand- 
clapping in the galleries. W'hen this had 
subsided the chancellor read the following: 

“We, William, by the grac of God, Ger- 
man emperor, king of Prussd A, etc., etc., de- 
cree upon the basis of article’ twenty-four of 
the federal constitution, and with the sanc- 
tion of the bundesrath, as follows: ‘ The 
reichstag is hereby digsolved.’ ”’ 

The reading of the decré:e of dissolution 
was followed. by an extréiordinary scene, 
made up of tumultuous @pplause and dis- 
order. The socialist mem ers hurried from 
the hall before count von’ Ballestrem, presi- 
dent of the reichstag, could propose the usual 
three cheers for the emperor, but in spite of 
this the cheers were given with unusual 
enthusiasm, the occupanits of the galleries 
joining in. 


Political Partiss at Sea. 

The dissolution of the reichstag has come 
so suddenly that the con ꝓonent pgrties have 
not yet been able to take their bearings. 
Many caucuses are being held tonight in 
hotels and private houses for the purpose 
of outlining the course of the various par- 
ties in the forthcoming: electoral campaign. 
The time for this cam)paign is brief, as the 
elections must be conc) uded prior to Feb. 11.

WILLIAM G BALL 
. 


The new union of city firemen, affiliated with organized labor and iavored by Mayor 
Dunne, met its first reverse when William G. Ball, one of its members, was discharged 
Wednesday by the civil service commission for recalcitrant conduct. The union defied 
the commission with the notice that it would contest the decision in the courts. : 

Ball was a pipeman in engine company No. 13. He was summoned as a witness to 
testify in the trial of James W. Maynard, a brother union member of the same company, 
who was charged with being drunk while on duty. 

At the hearing on Dec. 5 Ball flatly refused to tell what he knew. of Maynard’s. con- 
dition at the time he was said to have been intoxicated. The civil service commission 
summoned Ball to explain his attitude and the pipeman maintained his defiance. Com- 
missioner Wenter discharged him forthwien from the service. Ball in his conduct had 
the advice and approval of Attorney F. 8. Wilson, counsel for the union, who served 
notice that he would appeal to the courts for Ball's reinstatement in the service, 
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easy for him to make the joke about ‘ He who 
dies rich dies disgraced.’ You have heard 
that before. I never said tnat. I pictured a 
man of wealth who kept hie wealth to him- 
self, who did nothing for the community from 
which hie wealth had largely arisen, who was 
noted for the absence of his name from all 
good and generous purposes; I said that the 
time was coming when such a man having 
millions which were free for him to dis- 
tribute would die disgraced 

Now, I think there is nothing 80 pitiable 
on earth as a man who epends his last years, 
when he should be doing whet the anciente 
called .. making his soul,“ still grabbing for 
more dollars to hoard, who has not con- 
tributed largely to all good uses or generous 
purposes during his life that appeal to him. 
And therefore thar le another reason why I 
think the miser of the millionaire clase should 
give up to the state a very large proportion of 
the wealth he has accumulated, for which, 
ladies and gentlemen, as sure as you sit here, 
the community is responsible, and for which 
he is indebted to the community.” 


Ingalls Favors Income Tax. 


M. E. Ingalls, president of the Big Four 
railroad, delivered a notable address in which 
he urged. both an income tax and an inheri- 
tance tax. 

Mr. Inga ascribed the growth of huge 
fortunes in the United States to three causes: 
First, the tariff, which he said fostered trusts, 
and should be reduced. Second, legal con- 
tracts between railroads and shippers, which 
have been ended by the new ratelaw. Third, 
the giving away of the streets of great cities 
to street railway, gas, and electric lighting 
companies—a practice now no longer possible 
since the awakening of the people. 

Mr. Ingalls then took up the discussion of 
the question of limiting these large fortunes, 
saying in part: 

„ don't believe ina graduated income tax, 
for I think that would be putting a tax on 
thrift and energy. Each man should pay 
upon his income the same proportion—pay it 
as a tax for the protection of his property. 1 
would tax all incomes ‘of $1,000 or over on a 
fixed percentage. Under $1,000 the income 


from the tax would not be enough to pay for 


the cost of collection. 

“T believe the proper law for doing this 
can be framed and be passed by congress to 
stand the test of the courts. If it will not, 
then let us go to the people with a constitu- 
tional amendment that will make it legal. 

IJ am in favor of the inheritance tax as a 
tax for paying the expenses of the state like 
other taxes. It is a question whether thisis 
not more of a matter for each state to take 
up by itself and go on as they are now start- 
ing. If it cannot be managed in that way, 
then the national government should take 
it up. 

Break Up Big Fortunes. 


„ would also enact legislation, either by 
the national government or by the states, 
that no man should have the right to 
of the bulk of his property by will, but that 
when he dies it shall be divfded equally 
among his heirs, as the law directe. 

J would take nas — from any citizen the 
right to tle up his property in trust for one 
life or any time. It is simply a continuance 
of the old law of entail under another form 
and holds these immense fortunes together, 
when if they wére divided equally among the 
heirs they would soon scatter and be harm- 
legs. 

“Tt seems to be a craze with some men 
to perpetuate after their death the immense 
fortunes that they have built up, but it is 
not a thing that the state ought to allow. 
Take the example of the distinguished man 
who died in Chicago last year, who tied up 
his estate for fifty years until the poor little 
children of today will be old men when they 
get it, and they will then not only be multi- 
millionaires but billionaires. Is there any 
man who will say it is a wise law or condi- 
tion of affairs that will permit this?” 


BIG GAIN IN INHERITANCE TAX. 


$3,000,000 to $5,000,000 Increase Ex- 
pected Over Showing in 1902— 
Legal in Half the States. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—Investigation 
by the bureau of the census shows that In 1902 
about one-half of the states of the union had 
inheritance tax laws which yielded to them 
an aggregate of a little more than 7.000.000. 
This amount is believed by the census offi- 
cials to have increased in the present year to 
fully $10,000,000 or $12,000,000. 

In a report, based on the forthcoming re- 
port on Wealth, Debt, and Taxation,“ the 
census officials say that “at least a dozen 
states are materially assisting in the sup- 
port of the state governments from this source 
of revenue,” 

As shown by the census bulletin, the amount 
of inheritance tax collected in 1902 by the 
states which had laws taxing inheritances

TO ROSH COCAINE GASES 


JUDGE SADLER REFUSES FUR- 
THER DELAY BY DEFENSE. 


Indicates That New Municipal Court 
Will Not Tolerate Methods of Con- 
tinuances Which Prevailed Under 
Old Justice System—Says Law Was 
Meant to Be Enforced, and Per- 
sone Who Sell the Drug Illegally 
Will Be Punished with Fines. 


Judge Frank P. Sadler delivered some opin- | 


ions in the Desplaines street court yesterday 
on the intent of the anti-cocaine law and the 
utility of state legislation in general in a man- 
ner to cause chills of apprehension tor 
up and down the spine of Dr. Albert J. Dahl- 
berg, clerk for Dr. Adolph Brendecke, drug- 
gist at West Randolph and Sangamon streets. 

Attorney D. S. Briltow, representing Dahl 
berg, found that apparently the new Munic- 
ipal court will not permit him to quibble with 
technical points of law until ‘wicmesses dis- 
appear and all support has been taken from 
the prosecution, as was the result in many 
Cares under the old justice Bysteni. 

Judge Sadiler’s statements were to the effect 
that the legislature made the anti-cocaine 
law to stop the sale of cocaine and provided 
a fine as punishment for men who persist 
in selling the drug. He did not evince any 
susceptibility to Brillow’s argument that the 
only proper method of proceeding against a 
man accused of selling cocaine is to summon 
rim in a manner similar to the way a manis 
summoned for debt. 


Law Meant to Be Enforced. 

“TI believe the object of the law on cocaine 
is to punish the man who sells cocaine with- 
out a prescription,“ said Judge Sadler. If 
anybody sells cocaine to anybody addicted to 
the use of the drug, the law says he shall be 
fined. The legislators did not pass the law 
to be quibbling with words. I don't see that 
trying to read into the law that you can 
proceed in cocaine cases only by action for 
debt changes it any.

order removing such officer from office.” 

The Sunday closing law, chapter 38, sec- 
tion 250, of the criminal code provides a fine 
of not more than $200 fom keeping a saloon 
opem on Sunday. Mr. er said, however, 
it was not the intention to prosecute Ald. 
Kenna, but merely that he brought him for- 
ward as an “ illustrious example.” 

Mayor Dunne made no reeponse to the 
league’s, letter. 

This ultimatum was merely a matter of 
courtesy to the mayor,“ said President Bart- 
iett..

BURKE POLICY IS REPUDIATED. 


United Societies for Local Self-Govern- 
ment Renounce Democracy 
Open Town Movement. 


All is not peace and accord in the ranks of 
the advocates of personal liberty,“ accord- 
ing to indications that developed last night at 
a meeting of the United Societiés for Local 
Self-Government at the Sherman house. The 
delegates formally repudiated the open 
town ’’ movement which is being fostered by 
Robert E. Burke's county democracy. 

The action’ was taken in a secret session of 
fifty delegates, representing several nation- 
alities. All of the business was transacted in 
the German language up to the time the re- 
porters were excluded from the meeting. 
After that there were several speeches which 
the press agent said were in favor of the 
proposed charter amendment conferring the 
power to regulate Sunday closing of saloons 
upon the city council, 

In formal resolutions it was declared that 
the personal liberty movement represented by 
the united societies had been wrongfully con- 
fused with the movement backed by the 
Burke organization. It was declared that the 
Burke movement was inseparably affiliated 
with the political campaign for the eléction 
of a mayor, whereas the united societies are 
fighting for the principle of the local regula- 
tion of saloons irrespective of politics. After 
self-government in this particular is secured 
the societies may turn their attention to the 
election of a mayor, the delegates said. 

Among the speakers who upheld the pro- 
posed charter amendment were ex-Congress- 
man E. T. Noonan, John A. Cervenka, Walter 
R. Michaelis, and F. W. Ysow. 


CARNEGIE TOENDOW PITTSBURG 
INSTITUTION WITH $5,000,000 


Taxpayers Object to Supporting 66,000, 
000 Gift to City and Ironmaster 
Will Provide for Its Maintenance. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 18.—{Special.)—An- 
drew Carnegie, having been informed by 
Mayor George W. Guthrie that the Pitts- 
burg taxpayers object to paying the running 
expenses of the $6,000,000 Carnegie institute, 
will endow it with $5,000,000. 

The expense of running the institute orig- 
ally was $40,000 a year. Last year the ap- 
propriation was 200,000. Now the institute, 
which is being virtually rebuilt, will be three 
times as large as it was before, and the ex- 
pense of running it proportionately greater. 

When Mr. Carnegie offered the library 
building it was agreed that the city should 
appropriate $40,000 annually for its main- 
tenance.

LUMBER YARD 18 BURNED. 


HAVE BEEN 
CENDIARY. 


FIRE BELIEVED . 
STARTED BY 


Several Families in Vicinity of Blaa- 
ing Property of Charles H. Mears 
4 Co. Are Driven Into Streets by 
Flames—-Damage Is Estimated at 
$50,000, Including Destruction of 
Cottages—Cars on Adjoixing Rail- 
way Track Ignite; Pulled Away. 


Fire, probably of incendiary origin, de- 
stroyed the Charles H. Mears & Co. lumber 
yard at Racine avenue and Fletcher street 
last night, drove several families from their 
homes, and caused $50,000 damage. 

The blaze oroginated in the rear of the 
yards, far from any stoves, electric wires, 
or other agenciés that might have dan 
accidental fire. It spread rapidly to adjoin- 
ing plles of timber in spite of the falling 
rain and water soaked conditi@n of the lum- 
ber, leading the police'to believe the lumber 
was soaked with kerosené or other com- 
bustible olls 

From the lumber yards the fire epread to 
thé firm's ‘lumber mills, but the flames were 
checked there in a short time. 


Families Flee to Street. 

Falling bits of burning wood, carried 
throughout the, neighborhood by the high 
wind, ignited the roof of the cottage occu- 
pied by August Lechel, 1128 Fietcher street. 
Before a hose could be turned upon the burn- 
ing cottage the roof had fallen in and the 
intertor was a mass of flames. 

One of the three Lechel children ran from 
the place, but the other two were overcome 
by smoke and were carried out by firemen. 

Persons occupying adjoining houses fied in 
the rain to the streets in their night attire. 
Some of them seized buckets and assisted in 
fighting the flames, while others sought shel- 
ter and additional.clothing in the houses of 
neighbors. 

Cars on Tracks Damaged. 


Meanwhile the fire had spread to the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul tracks, west 
of the yards. Three cars loaded with Valu- 
able hardwood soon were in flames. Two of 
them were almost destroyed before a switch 
engine could be secured to pull them out of 
the fire area. When the engine at last ar- 
rived. it was necessary to run it into the face 
of the flames in order to rescue the loaded 
cars. 

Charles McCaulley, the night watchman, 
discovered the fire shortly after 10 0 ‘clock. 
He hurried to the rear of the yards, but before 
he had turned in an alarm the flames had 
mounted high, and were being carried by the 
wind rapidly toward the mill. The stable and 
sheds near the mill also were damaged.

‘Wells-Fargo Agent Says Express

The relations of Cornelius P. Shea and his 
associates witn employés of various express 
companies operating for Montgomery Ward 
& Co. at the time of the teamsters' strike 
were taken up yesterday in the trial of the 
labor leaders before Judge Ball. 

The only new witness called was Hdwin L. 
Reed, superintendent of Wells, Fargo & 


Co.'s wagon service at the time the strike 


wae called. Officials and employés of other 
express companies will testify for the prose- 
cution today. 

Mr. Reed, most of whose expérience with 
the strike wag obtained in his later capacity 
as superintendent for the Employers’ Team- 
ing company, took the stand late in the fore- 
noon, at the close of Michael Kelly's testi- 
mony. a 

Had Conference with Shea. 

He told of a conference with Shea and 
other leaders held on the day the express 
Grivery Strike was called—April 7, 1905—in 
an attempt to obtain for the Wells, Fargo 
employés a referendum vote as to whether 
or not they should join the strike. 

The conference, he said, was held in an 
upstaire room at 83 Madison street, James 
Barry faking him to Shea at his [Reexi’s) 
own request after he had obtained from the 
Wells-Fargo drivers an expression of their 
disinclination to join the strike, 

Mr. Reed testified that he detailed to the 
labor lea ders the facts of his conference with 
the Wells-Fargo drivers, and asked for 


referendum vote, Shea replying that the re- 


quest could not be granted, because author- 
ity had been delegated to the strike commit- 
tee, of which he was only one member. 
Evidence I had received indicated that 
there were ondy thirty-five men at the meet- 
ing which gave the strike committee its au-

The hospital authorities, the physician who | 


took Cejek to the hospital, and police who 
took the body to the morgue could not ac- 
count for the missing money. 

Austrian Consul Alexander de Nuber’s 
aid in the search for the money has been in- 


yoked. : 
Censure for the Hospital. 

A coroner's jury, in its verdict, criticised 
the hospital for not giving Cejek sufficient 
attention. The verdict follows: 

Fred Cejek came to hie death from shock and 
hemorrhage, due to external violence, caused by 
jumping from the fourth story window of the 
Illinois hospital, Washington boulevard and Hal- 
ated street. 

The jury are of the opinion, from the evidence 
submitted, that a laxity of attention was shown 
to the deceased, in consideration of the fact that 
he was a foreigner, and there was no understand- 
ing of his wants and desires by the persons in at- 
tendance on him. 

We further are of the opinion that bars should 
be placed on all the windows of the hospital above 
the first floor except those which open on the fire 
escapes. 

Clothing Kept in Locker. 

Cejek was clad only in his nightclothes 
when he jumped rrom the hospital window 
and was killed instantly. The body was 
taken to the morgue by the Desplaines street 
patrol wagon, but Cejek’s outer clothing 
was left in the locker at the hospital. 

Dr. George A. Colin, 44 Welle street, who 
took Cejek to the hospital, gave the hos- 
pital authorities a receipt showing that he 
had taken $118 and a number of valuable pa- 
pers from his patient. Of this moneyy $79 
was turned over to Deputy Coroner Davis.

PRIVATE “L” PASSAGEWAYS 


FROM STORES ARE ILLEGAL. | 


Branch Appellate Court Decides in 
Favor of City in Case Against Roths- 
child & Co. and Others. 


Department stores and other buildings can- 
not legally have private connections or 
passage ways to the platforms of the ele- 
vated railways, according to the decision. of 
the Branch Appellate court rendered yes- 
terday in the case of the city against Roths- 
child & Co., and others. The decision reverses 
that of the Circuit court, in which the valid- 
ity of an ordinance by the city council de- 
claring such structures nuisances was at- 
tacked. 

The defendants claimed the right to con- 
struct the passageway, or waiting room, 
under an ordinance of June 29, 1896. The 
court's ruling, in part, follows: 

The ordinance does not contemplate the main-« 
tenance of any such structure by any one but the 
elevated railroad company in connection with a 


station. 

A permanent encroachment upon public streets 
for private use is in law a nuisance, and such per- 
mission to so use the street is not binding on the 
city and is not frrevocable. 

Without any doubt this structure Is maintained 
for the benefit, accommodation, and “profit of 
Rothschild & Company, not for the convenience of 
the public.

ATTEMPTS SUICIDE BY FALLING 
ON LONG XXIII BLADE. 


Rankin Duval, Well Kuown in the 
Theatrical World, Is Expected t 
Die as Result of Determined Effort 
at New York—First Throws Him- 
self in Front of a Street Car, Then 
Enmters Saloon and Makes Use of 
Free Lunch Weapon. 


New York, Dec. 13.—[Special.]—Rankin 
Duval, the actor, who once had an important 
part in Belasco’s The Darling of thé Gods, 
is a suicide as a result of falling ona knife he 
placed point upward on the floor of a saloon 
at 867 Sixth avenue. He died tonight in 
Roosevelt hospital. 

Duval was the son of a Baltimore merchant 
and has been on the stage twenty years. He 
suffered from nervousness for some time. 
His mother left him an annuity, but because 
of hie habite the trustee of the estate, Mr. 
Schalk of Wagner, Schalk & Co., 25 Broad 
street, allowed Duval only enough to meet 
his living expenses. Part of the time Duval 
lived at the Players’ club at 16 Gramercy 
park and part of the time at the home of a 
cousin, Dr. Paul Allen, 3 ast Forty-eighth 
street. 

Barly this morning he left Dr. Allen's. house 
and walked to the corner of Sixth avenue and 
Fiftieth street. The motorman of a horth- 
bound car was astonished when he saw a tall, 
well dressed young man throw himself on the 
track in front of the car. He had just time 
enough to throw off the power and prevent 
crushing the man. : 

‘* What's the matter with you? Are Jou 
crazy?” asked the motorman. 


“I Must Die Tonight.” 


“J must die tonight, the young man said, 
without excitement, in an ordinary tone, 
25 u cannot stop me. 

ere was no policeman at hand and the 
motorman sent his car on. He noticed the 
man walked into the saloon of George Me- 
Quillan at 867 Sixth avenue. James Mo- 
Quillan, the night bartender, was sprucing 
up the place when Duval walked in. He 
poured a stiff drink of whisky for Duval 
and went on polishing the glasses. Duval 
walked over to the free lunch counter, picked 
up a knife with a blade a foot long used to 
slice cheese. 

Any objection if I use this?“ asked Duval 
of the bartender. 

„ Sure not,“ said McQuillan, thinking the 
young man was about to cut some cheese, 
Help yourself. 

MeQuilian then looked up from his work 
behind the bar. He saw the young man 
had torn open his overcoat and was trying 
to stab himself. McQuillan jumped toward 
Duval from behind the bar, Duval, holding 
the knife point straight upward, fell forward 
on it. The blade went into his body nearly 
its full length, missing the heart an inch 
or two, and making a terrible wound. 

„Get Dr. Allen, said Duval. I'm going 
to die. 

Gives Name and Business. 

MeQuilian hustled out and found Police- 
man Noonan. Duval still was unconscious 
when the policenian went back with Me- 
Quillan. He told Noonan his name was 
Rankin Duval and that he was an actor. 

“JT am not fit to Hve,“ he said to Noonan, 
“tT had to die. Nobody can prevent me from 
dying.“ 

While playing in The Darling of the 
Gods Duval got the idea, his friends say, 
that death by hara kiri was not a bad way 
to die, and said that when he “ cashed.in” 
it would be after the Japanese manner.

It will be accompanied to Utah by 
his son Max and hie daughter Alice and Mrs.

It was this engagement 
that undoubtedly caused Mrs. Bradley to 
shoot the ex-senator. 


Mrs. Adams Explains. 

Mrs. Adams reached here this afternoon 
from 'New York. Before leaving that city 
she gave out a statement in regard to her 
engagement to Senator Brown and the efforts 
that had been made to placate Mrs. Bradley. 
Mrs. Adams is in seclusion heré. In her 
statement, which Mrs, Adams signed, she 
says: = =< 

Before leaving for Washington I wish to 

make a statement which now seems neces- 
sary. . 
Senator Brown and I were to bave been 
married. When news of the tragedy came 
I was expecting him to join me in New York. 
We had planned to go to Boston. Thesitua- 
tion that has been revealed has been of such 
a nature that I feel I have no right to make 
known that which he steadfastly refused 
to do.“ : 


Were to Wed New Year’s Day. 

Mrs. Adams declared she and Senator 
Brown had set the wedding date for Jan. 1. 

I had promised to wed him on New Year's 
day, she said. ‘I was doing this in the face 
of all I knew concerning his relations with 
Mrs. Bradley, but there was an understanding 
that by some agreement—some financial 
agreement to be reached—Mrs. Bradley 
should in some way be compensated. He had 
sworn undying affection for me and declared 
he never would marry Mrs. Bradley. It was a 
matter of contention between us for a long 
time. I always maintained he should marry 
her, but he told me it was impossible. 

And so, when I saw it was as he said, I 
agreed to marry him on condition a financial 
settlement be made with Mrs. Bradley. I 
thought that would suffice her.

LOCKED IN FIRETRAPS. 


Many Places Found Where Work- 


érs Are Shut in Rooms With- 
out Means of Escape. 


The thousands of little toy shops of Chi- 
cago which are working night and day. to 
turn out the carloads of fancy goods fer 
Christmas giving, nearly every one of which 
is @ sweatshop, are the objects of,the most 
farreaching crusade ever begun by city and 
state authorities. At the rate work now its 
going on fully 50 per cent of the owners of 
these places will be arrested for violation 
of the child labor law. . ’ 

The deputies working under Inspector 
Edgar T. Davies, the building department 
and the police department learned in their 
night: visite to these places last week that 
nearly every one of them employs from two 
to a score of boys and girls under age. 


Workers Locked in Traps. 

The building department was called into 
the factory inspeotor's crusade when it was 
discovered that the owners of most of these 
factories locked both doors and windows to 
prevent the intrusion of unwelcome visitors 
such as factory inepectors. The children 
then were compelled to work during the hours 
of the evening behind locked doors and win- 
dows, sometimes in the top of tenement 
houses in imminent peril of being burned in a 
2 from which they could not escape in case 
o 0. 

An illustration of the manner of dimcul- 
ties under which the factory inspectors are 
compelled to work was given in a raid on 
the factory of Bauerle & Stark, woodworkers, 
224 to 230 West Ohio street, Wednesday even- 
ing. Inspector Mitchell, with two deputies, 
visited the place and asked to be shown into 
the factory workrooms. He was accom- 
panied by either police or building depart- 
ment men, sO was compelled to wait outside 
twenty minutes before he was admitted. to 
make his inspection. 

Finds Boy Ordered Out. 


When at last he entered the room, he de- 
clares, he found no workers there under age. 
He was leaving, when he ran into a little 
boy who was endeavoring to escape by a rear 


What are you running away for?” de- 
manded the inspector. ‘ 

“ Why—er—they told me—that is, the fore- 
man did-sthat the factory inspector was 
comin’, so I had better skidoo. I'm only 15 
years, you know,” said the boy after consid- 
erable questioning and hesitation. ~ 

A careful search disclosed the fact that 
two more boys under age who had left the 
room had not got safely away. 

All of the boys said they were compelled 
to work ten hours each day. 

Says Axes Are Needed. 

What we should have to make such in- 
spections is authority to enter the factories 
with axes, said Inspector Mitchell. The 
doors should be broken down where factories 
are closed to inspectors.’ {

Mrs. H. N. Van Dervaart, in Quest of 
Material for an Address on Child 
Labor, Refused Admittance. 


Alton, III., Dec. 18.~—[Special.]—Mrs. H. N. 
Van Dervaart of Chicago, a worker in the s- 
cla] settlement in that city and a worker in 
the child labor field, today wae refused ad- 
mittance to the grounds of the Illinois Glass 
company at Alton in her quest for material 
for an address she was to give at Cincinnati. 
Mrs. Van Dervaart has made several trips to 
Alton during her investigations of the em- 
ployment of child labor in manufacturing in- 
stitutions and has written and talked about 
the conditions at Alton.

Chicago Woman, Seconded by Senator 
Beveridge, Pleads for Law to Stop 
National Crime. . | 


Cincinnati, O., Dec, 18.“ Child Labor and 
the Republic” was the topic of the first ges- 
sion of the national child labor commission 
here today. Jane Addams of Chicago, Sen- 
ator Beveridge of Indiana, and Dr. Felix 
Adler of New York were ‘the principal 
speakers. ’ 

The government,” sald Miss Addams, 
makes a careful study of the best methods 
of raising sheep and cattle, but pays little 
attention to the best methods of raising chil- 
dren. As @ result little children as young as 
5 and 7 years are set to work in mining com- 
munities, boys of 8 and 10 used in the coal 
breakers, and Im still other communities chil- 
dren carry hot glass eight hours at.a stretch. 
The whole number in gainful occupations be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 16 is 1,750,000, and 
of these 589,000 between the ages of 10 and 14 
can neither read nor write. Russia alone of 
— European countries makes such a show- 
ng.“ 

Senator Beveridge spoke even more ear- 
nestly. ‘‘ The purpose of thie republic,” he 
said, is to produce a better type of man- 
hood and womanhood, and any industrial 
system that robs children of the right to 
proper development is a crime against hu- 
manity and treason against liberty itself, 

And yet such a scheme is in operation in 
this hour. The deliberate maiming of infant 
bodies and the deliberate poisoning of young 
character is being committed. We are pour- 
ing into American citizenship a stream of 
poison whose deadly effect will be increas- 
ingly felt by this republic as the decades pags. 
For all of these children who are not actually 
put in their graves and who teach: mature 
years become unthinking enemies of society— 
{irreconcilable enemies, too, because the 
wrong done them cannot be undone or its 
cost repaid."’ 

Senatof Beveridge pleaded for united action 
by all classes in urging upon congress and 
the legislatures of the states the passage of 
laws to prevent this wholesale slaughter of 
children.

Township Divided Into Districts and 
Districts Into Divisions in Effort 
to. Compel School Board to Abolish 
High School Organisations—Would 
‘Bar Offending Pupil« from Literary 
and Athletic Conteste—May Hold 
Mass meetings. 


Organized warfare has been declared upon 
high school fraternities and sororities in Oak 
Park. The parents of boys and girls who are 
members, present or prospective, of secret 
societies have banded themselves together 
into a rival association and will ask the school 
authorities to affiliate with them in putting 
an end to the student bodies. 

Under the plan adopted the 
Oak Park and River Fecrest is divided into 
eight districts, each under a district chair- 
man, and each divided into smaller divisions,

The petition follows: 

We, the undersigned taxpayers, or parents, hav~ 
ing children in Oak Park and River Forest Town- 
ship high school at present, hereby express our 
disapproval of the existence of secret societies, 
commonly known as sororities and fraternities, in 
our high school. 

We believe it to be the duty of the school au- 
thorities to take such action as will cause them 
to be disbanded or discourage their continuance. 


We believe such organizations should be denied 


recognition in the high school and that the stu- 
dents known to be members of à fraternity or 


sorority should not be permitted to represent the 


school in any literary or athletic contest. 


Say Societies Must Go. 

Members of the Antl-Frat association 
say they are determined to abolish the school 
societies. 

Said Mr. Pierce: We find secret societies 
are detrimental to our high school work. If 
necessary, we will call public massmeetings 
and have the subject discussed by same of 
our leading educators. So far we heve found 
little opposition."’ 

Mr. Jackson said: ‘“ These are organiza- 
tions of the immature young, entirely for so- 
cial purposes. They do not make any better 
readers, spellers, or mathematicians, but 
serve only to divert the mind from the school 
work. Young people are likely to be indis- 
creet when there is no authority over them.” 

The Rev. Mr. Johonnet, pastor of Unity 
church, Oak Park, and the Rev. E. V. Shader, 
rector of Grace church, two of the leading 
ministers of Oak Park, have signed the peti- 
tion. 

The fraternities in the Oak Park high school 
are the Gamma Sigma and Omi Crom Kappl 
Pi. The-sororities are Delta Kappi Phi, Beta 
Tau Delta, and Phi Gamma Upsilon.

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NATIONAL LEAGUE REWARDS 


| President's Salary Is Increased from 
$6,000 to $8,000 a Year by Unani- 
mous Vote of Magnates—Constitu- 
tion Is Amended to Vest Control of 
Umpires in the President—End of 
.Meeting Finds Antagonistic Fac- 
tions in More Friendly Mood, 


New York, Dec. 13.—[{Special:]—Baseball 
men of the National league finished their 
annual meeting at the Victoria hotel today 
and went their various waye after three 
days’ powwow et which nothing startling 
developed and at which there were evidences 
of a more friendly feeling among the antag- 
onistic factions than there had been before. 

The new board of directors met and among 
other things recommended that the salaries 
of President Pulliam and Secretary Treasurer 
Heydler be mcreased. This was done by a 
unanimous vote of the league, which is not 
going to be outdome by the American league 
im hoisting the pay of its chief executive. 

President Pulllam's salary was increased 
from $6,000 to $8,000 a year. Secretary and 
Treasurer Heydler’s salary was fixed at 
$4,000 annually. 

The constitution was amended to sult the 
action of the delegates in making the. presi- 
denoy, secretaryehip, and treasurership sep- 
arate offices and im vesting the control of the 
umpires in the president and not in the seore- 
tary. 

Discuss Outlaw League. 

There was some discussion as to the atti- 
tude of the Tristate, also known ag the out- 
law league. The Tristate held out no olive 
branch, made no application for protection 
under the national agreement, but there was 
an expression of opinion from each of the 
National league clubs on its position in case 
application should be made. There was no 
disposition whatever to make any special 
concession to the Tristate to induce it to 
come into the fold of organized ball. No 
one favored ranking it higher chan class B. 
As the Tristate also is independent it doubt- 
less will continue without the pale for at 
least another year. 

Although John T. Brush of New York voted 
against Pulliam for the presidency there is 
not the coolness between them that has ex- 
fisted. One of the delegates to the meeting 
said it was entirely peaceful, that the bitter- 
ness between Brush and Pulliam was pass- 
ing away, and that there was a better feel- 
ing all around. 

“I am too good a National leaguer mot to 

codperate with those identified with it in 
working for the best interests of my associ- 
ates and myself,“ said Brush. 
There has been an impression that I have 
been opposed to Pulliam because he is against 
rowdy ball, and I not. That is not so. I am 
as strong for discipline on the ball field as 
anybody, but I believe the players should 
have a hearing, and that there are times 
when an umpire can exercise judgment in 
dealing with the actions of players.“ 


McGraw Puts in Stoppers. 


Manager McGraw of New York put in stop- 
pers on two of the players for whom the Cin- 
cinnati club asked waivers. These two are 
Joe Kelley and Tommy Corcoran. Manager 
Hanlon of Cincinnati went up to McGraw’s 
place tonight to talk the matter over with 
McGraw and see what could be done towards 
bringing the pair to New York. 

Kelley declares he will not play in Cincin- 
nati again. Bast or nowhere, is his plat- 
form. The Pittsburg club has asked Cin- 
cinnati to put a price on Corcoran. As there 
is no chance for Corcoran to go to Baltimore, 
Jack Dunn, who has been released by Prov- 
idence, may sign as manager of the Orioles 
in the Eastern league. Jim Delehanty of 
the Reds, another player for whom waivers 
have been asked, will go to the St. Louis 
Americans if all the National league teams 
waive claim. 

Philadelphia has signed Fred Jackilitsch, 
catcher, who was with the York team of the 
Tristate league last season. Jacklitsch was 
with Philadelphia several years ago and also 
with Brooklyn. Later he caught for Provi- 
dence. He is not a contract jumper.
